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GUERNSEY. 


Guernsey,  the  most  western  of  the  Channel  Islands.,  lies  in  the  Bay  of 
Avranches,  82  miles  from  Weymouth,  the  nearest  English  port,  40  from  Cher¬ 
bourg,  and  63  from  St.  Malo. 

It  is  triangular  in  shape,  with  an  area  of  24.5  square  miles  and  an  acreage 
of  15,654.  The  soil,  composed  of  disintegrated  granite  and  schist,  is  very 
fertile.  Enormous  quantities  of  tomatoes,  grapes  and  other  fruit,  vegetables 
and  flowers  are  grown,  chiefly  under  glass,  for  export. 

This  industry  is  the  chief  one,  but  in  addition,  large  quantities  of  granite 
for  road-making  are  exported.  The  rearing,  for  sale  in  England  and  the 
United  States,  of  the  far-famed  Guernsey  cattle  (including  those  from  Alderney 
and  Sark)  is  an  important  industry.  These  cattle  are  highly  prized,  not  only 
for  the  richness  of  their  milk,  but  above  all  for  their  freedom  from  Tuberculosis . 
There  are  two  harbours,  situated  at  St.  Peter-Port  and  St.  Sampson’s,  the  two 
towns  of  the  island. 

The  population  at  the  census  of  1911  was  41,854,  and  in  1921  it  was  stated 
to  be  37,914  with  1,098  visitors. 

Guernsey  is  a  health  resort  throughout  the  year,  but  particularly  so  in  the 
summer  and  autumn  months.  Not  only  are  its  natural  beauties  so  great,  but 
its  salubrious  yet  bracing  climate  is  highly  attractive.  It  is  cooler  in  summer 
and  warmer  in  winter  than  on  the  mainland. 

Drainage  is  good  and  modern  in  the  towns.  The  water  supply,  now  the 
property  of  the  Government  of  the  island,  is  of  exceptional  purity  and  derived 
from  deep  wells,  but  additional  sources  of  supply  from  streams  have  lately 
been  obtained. 

Guernsey  enjoys  Home  Pule.  With  Alderney  and  Sark  it  forms  a  Baili 
wick  and  is  governed  by  a  Lieutenant-Governor.  The  Bailiff  is  the  chief  Civil 
Official.

POPULATION. 

The  natural  increase  of  births  over  deaths  for  the  year  was  little  more  than 
a,  half  of  what  it  was  in  1928,  viz  : — 170  against  328.  The  estimated  population 
was  39,040 — males  18,394 — females  20,646.  This  is,  however,  in  my  opinion, 
an  under  estimate  but  one  given  with  intention.

BIRTHS. 

There  were  756  births  during  the  year — 389  male,  367  female — a  rate  of 
19.4  per  1,000.  This  is  a  little  lower  than  the  average  of  the  previous  10  years. 
A  reference  to  the  previous  table  will  shew  that  our  birth  rate  is  a  high  one,  but 
we  shall  probably  have  the  same  experience  of  the  number  of  births  falling 
steadily  year  by  year  in  the  future,  as  England  and  Wales  has  had  of  recent 
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years.  The  birth  rate  of  Jersey  is  no  less  than  4.9  per  1,000  below  ours,  and  is 
a  very  low  one. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  586,  101  higher  than  the  number  in 
the  previous  year,  and  64  above  the  average  of  the  previous  10  years.  The 
crude  death  rate  was  15.1,  and  the  standardised  rate  12.0.  The  average  for 
the  past  10  years  was  13.3.  crude. 

The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  was  largely  due  to  an  epidemic 
of  Influenza  and  respiratory  diseases  which  prevailed  during  the  unusually  cold 
months  of  the  winter,  and  which  was  very  fatal  to  old  people.  The  deaths  in 
the  first  half  of  the  year  numbered  361  , against  225  in  the  latter  six  months. 
Our  highest  death  rate  was  in  March — 27.7 — but  in  this  month  many  large 
towns  in  England  were  recording  a  figure  twice  as  great,  Leeds  heading  the 
list  with  66.0. 

No  less  than  71  deaths  were  attributed  to  Cancer,  an  increase  of  100  per 
cent,  over  the  figure  for  1909,  which  was  35.  This  dread  disease  is  answerable 
for  the  highest  number  of  deaths,  causing  12.1  per  cent,  of  the  total,  and  a 
death  rate  of  1.8  per  1,000.

The  above  table  shews  the  high  percentage  of  deaths  of  persons  over  the 
age  of  65  years,  namely  52  per  cent.  The  number  dying  at  the  age  of  80  years 
and  over  was  111  or  18.9  per  cent,  of  the  total. 

There  were  104  deaths  of  persons  in  the  receipt  of  Old  Age  Pensions,  with 
an  average  age  at  death  of  79.9  years — really  remarkable  figures.

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INFANTILE  MORTALITY,  Etc. 

There  were  59  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  a  rate  of  78  per 
1,000  live  births.  This  rate  is  higher  than  that  of  last  year,  but  about  the 
average  of  the  preceding  ten  years.  Twenty  years  ago  it  was  109.6. 

All  hope  of  our  having  a  favourable  record  for  the  year  was  abandoned 
after  the  first  three  months  when  28  deaths,  chiefly  from  respiratory  diseases 
were  recorded,  the  other  quarters  being  answerable  for  10,  7,  and  14  deaths 
respectively.  There  were  33  deaths  under  the  age  of  1  month,  or  56  per  cent, 
of  the  total — a  high  figure. 

The  questions  of  Ante-Natal  work.  Maternity  services,  Infant  Welfare  and 
Nursing  generally  are  intimately  connected  and  should  all  receive  due  support. 
Here  there  was  extraordinary  apathy  amongst  the  public  with  regard  to  these 
matters,  and  all  such  work  is  carried  out  entirely  by  the  voluntary  efforts  of  a 
few  devoted  and  persevering  people  who  refuse  to  be  discouraged  whatever 
happens. 

It  is  difficult  to  secure  financial  support  for  the  Nursing  Associations  of 
the  Town,  St.  Sampson’s  and  the  Vale,  but  the  plight  of  the  Infant  Welfare 
Associations  in  these  districts  seems  even  worse.  The  remaining  parishes  of 
the  Island  are  entirely  without  any  of  these  beneficent  services.  In  Jersey 
the  Queen’s  Jubilee  Nursing  Association  provides  nurses  for  practically  every 
parish  in  the  Island,  but  the  Association  is  subsidised  by  grants  from  the  Poor 
Law  and  Parochial  funds,  as  well  as  by  voluntary  contributions.  Such  a 
system  would,  I  believe,  work  equally  well  here  if  only  an  influential  Committee 
for  the  whole  Island  could  be  formed  to  start  it.  It  is  useless  to  suggest  that 
each  parish  should  provide  for  its  own  requirements  in  this  respect.  I  believe 
there  are  enough  trained  midwives  here  to  provide  for  the  needs  of  our  popula¬ 
tion,  although  in  many  districts  transport  is  a  difficulty,  and  it  must  be  often 
very  hard  for  a  midwife  without  a  subsidy  to  make  a  living  in  such  an  arduous 
calling.  About  one-seventh  of  the  births  in  the  Island  take  place  in  the  Lady 
Ozanne  Maternity  Home,  and  our  low  maternal  death  rate  in  Guernsey  must 
be  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  us  all. 

MARRIAGES. 

The  marriage  rate  in  Guernsey  keeps  up,  and  the  number — 331 — during 
1929  was  slightly  higher  than  the  average  of  several  years  past.  The  rate  was 
16.9.  There  were  168  in  Church  of  England.  28  in  Roman  Catholic,  and  61 
in  Nonconformist  churches.  74  took  place  at  the  Greffe  Office. 

KING  EDWARD  SANATORIUM. 

Of  the  111  cases  treated  during  the  year,  83  w’ere  cases  of  notifiable  in¬ 
fectious  diseases  other  than  Tuberculosis,  and  four  other  similar  cases  were 
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isolated  at  home.  There  were  15  cases  of  Phthisis.  The  remaining  ones  were 
of  a  varied  nature  and  included  Erysipelas,  Rubella  and  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

There  were  57  cases  notified  during  the  year  against  61  in  the  preceding 
year.  The  type  was  still  a  severe  one,  and  four  deaths  occurred.  January  and 
September  were  the  two  heaviest  months  with  13  and  10  cases  respectively. 
The  cases  were  principally  from  the  Town  and  St.  Sampson’s  parishes. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  21  cases  occurred  in  the  spring  and  autumn  months.  They  were 
mostly  of  a  severe  character  with  one  fatal  termination.  The  distribution  of 
the  cases  was  very  similar  to  those  of  Diphtheria. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  admission  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis  to  a  small  hospital 
for  notifiable  infectious  diseases  is  only  a  practicable  proposition  wThen  these 
patients  are  in  an  early  and  curable  stage.  To  use  beds  for  patients  in  a  hope¬ 
less  condition  in  a  small  acute  hospital  where  no  classification  of  them  is  possible, 
is  only  to  create  a  vicious  circle  and  discourage  still  further  the  admittance  of 
the  early  case  which  all  Sanatoria  desire,  but  which  it  seems  almost  impossible 
to  obtain.  Of  the  fifteen  patients  admitted,  seven  have  since  died,  and  of  the 
remaining  eight  only  four  may  be  said  to  be  restored  to  health  with  but  slight 
danger  of  any  relapse,  a  very  poor  result.  The  average  duration  of  treatment 
was  63  days. 

The  rate  per  1,000  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  was  0.9  per 
1,000,  and  for  phthisis  0.74.  These  rates  are  somewhat  lower  than  the  average 
of  the  past  five  years. 

TYPHOID  AND  PARA  TYPHOID  FEVERS. 

There  wure  7  cases  of  these  fevers,  two  of  which  were  isolated  at  home. 
Five  of  the  cases  occurred  in  September  and  October,  the  usual  time  of 
prevalence. 

One  of  the  patients  contracted  the  disease  out  of  the  Island,  and  in  another 
it  was  possible  that  a  carrier  was  concerned. 

Four  of  the  remaining  five  (three  in  one  family)  lived  close  together,  but  it 
was  not  possible  to  trace  the  cause  of  them.  In  one  instance  it  was  found  that 
the  water  used  for  drinking  purposes  contained  a  large  amount  of  lead  derived 
from  lead  pipes  and  the  pump  box.  The  pat  ent’s  recovery  was  greatly  retarded 
by  this  fact,  but  her  illness  was  the  cause  of  the  poisonous  water  being  disused 
and  Water  Works  water  substituted  for  it. 
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LABORATORY. 

There  were  295  specimens  of  various  kinds  examined  during  the  year. 
The  States’  Analyst  also  examined  on  behalf  of  the  Board  13  samples  of  milk, 
6  of  water,  2  of  butter  and  1  of  margarine.  No  adulteration  of  any  of  them 
was  found. 

In  my  experience  adulteration  of  food  is  very  rarely  practised  in  Guernsey. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  AND  DISINFECTION. 

The  number  of  houses  visited  and  re-visited  during  the  year  for  sanitary 
defects  was  186. 

There  were  3,799  articles  subjected  to  disinfection  by  high  pressure  steam. 
None  of  them  were  damaged  in  any  way,  and  for  many  years  no  claims  for 
damage  have  been  received  by  the  Board. 

THALASSOL. 

The  number  of  gallons  of  this  disinfectant  turned  out  during  the  year  was 
20,900.  Only  a  small  quantity  of  it  is  sold,  the  bulk  is  given  away,  and  a  visit 
to  the  plant  at  the  Careening  Hard  on  Saturday  mornings  would  shew  how  much 
it  is  used  and  appreciated  by  people  who  could  not  afford  to  buy  any  disinfectant. 
As  regards  purchase,  the  War  Department  are  our  best  customers,  but  unfor¬ 
tunately  we  cannot  expect  this  to  be  the  case  in  the  future. 

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE. 

As  I  am  not  School  Medical  Officer  I  cannot  give  any  report  as  to  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  able  and  tactful  School  Nurse. 

I  am  able  to  say,  however,  that  it  is  of  the  greatest  value  to  the  children 
and  parents  concerned,  a  fact  which  I  think  is  generally  recognised.  In  the 
investigation  of  infectious  illness,  I  find  her  intervention,  which  is  always 
available,  of  great  assistance  to  me. 

During  the  year  I  have  examined  420  children  which  have  been  sent  to  me 
for  various  reasons 


HOUSING  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  Homes  for  Workers  Committee  have  provided  accommodation  for 
263  families  since  they  started  operations  in  1918.  No  new  houses  are  now 
under  construction.  During  the  year  32  families  who  were  living  under  very 
deplorable  conditions  in  Cornet  Street  were  transferred  to  the  new  houses  in  the 
Bouet  and  Mont  Arrive,  which  had  been  reserved  for  them. 
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The  Committee  have  also  helped  many  people  to  build  houses  and  to 
repair  old  ones  by  granting  loans  at  a  moderate  rate  of  interest.  Their  work, 
therefore,  has  been  of  great  value  to  the  Island,  but  it  cannot  be  said  that  it  has 
entirely  solved  our  housing  difficulties,  as  there  is  still  much  overcrowding  and 
shortage  of  small  houses. 

It  does  not  seem  as  if  emigration  would  help  us  much  in  the  near  future, 
but  I  think  that  the  present  high  marriage  and  birth  rates,  particularly  the 
latter,  will  shew  in  the  future  a  progressive  fall  which  will  tend  to  make  the 
situation  better. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

So  many  references  have  been  made  to  this  matter  in  my  past  reports  that 
I  need  not  again  refer  to  it,  except  to  say  that  complaints  still  reach  me  with 
regard  to  the  service  in  the  Town  Parish,  chiefly  with  regard  to  the  unsuitability 
of  the  carts  employed  for  the  purpose. 

CREMATION. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Crematorium  at  the  Foulon  Cemetery, 
which  had  become  the  property  of  the  States,  was  finished.  The  limited  area 
of  land  available  here,  the  great  density  of  population,  and  the  fact  that  in  the 
past  thirty  years  every  country  parish  has  had  to  provide  more  cemetery 
accommodation,  are  reasons  for  its  use  which  have  a  special  application  here. 

It  is  perhaps  too  much  to  expect  that  our  naturally  conservative  people 
will  readily  adopt  cremation  as  a  substitute  for  earth  burial  with  all  the  senti¬ 
ment  which  enshrouds  the  latter,  but  I  believe  it  will  make  quicker  progress 
than  now  appears  likely.  No  one  can  deny  that  it  is  the  most  sanitary  method 
of  the  disposal  of  the  dead,  and  I  submit  that  it  is  also  the  most  reverent  way 
of  doing  so. 


RIGHT  OF  ENTRY. 

Experience  here  shows  that  many  people  are  ignorant  of  the  fact  that  in 
Guernsey  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  have  no 
right  of  entry  to  premises,  except  where  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases 
have  occurred  there. 

In  England  these  officials  have  the  right  of  entry  to  private  premises  be¬ 
tween  the  hours  of  9  a.m.  and  6  p.m.,  and  in  the  case  of  a  nuisance  arising  in 
respect  of  any  business,  at  any  hour  when  such  business  is  in  progress. 

In  Guernsey  the  Douzaines  are  the  Sanitary  Authorities  of  their  several 
parishes,  and  the  Constables  are  their  executive  officers.  Any  complaints 
which  reach  the  States  Sanitary  Officials  have  to  be  forwarded  to  the  parish 
authorities  for  investigation,  no  other  action  being  possible  unless  the  parochial 
X.— 1930. 
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authorities  desire  any  assistance  from  the  States’  Officials.  This  is  seldom  the 
case  outside  the  Town  Parish. 

In  the  Town  Parish  for  many  years  past  the  Constables  have  given  these 
officials  the  power  to  investigate  at  once  and  without  reference  to  them,  all 
■complaints  which  they  receive  as  to  premises  in  their  jurisdiction,  and  to 
report  results  at  the  Constables’  Office  for  action  if  any  be  necessary.  This 
system,  I  understand,  has  worked  admirably  and  given  satisfaction  to  the 
Douzaine. 

The  Board  of  Health  have  twice  asked  the  States  to  grant  their  officials 
the  same  right  of  entry  as  is  given  to  similar  officials  in  England,  in  order  that 
suspected  insanitary  conditions  could  be  promptly  investigated,  but  without 
success.  I  do  not  think  anyone  can  imagine  that  this  power  would  be  abused 
in  practice.  Officials  are  not  popular  in  Guernsey,  and  any  of  them  exceeding 
■their  powers  would  be  promptly  brought  to  book. 

As  this  matter  was  last  considered  several  years  ago,  I  would  beg  to  suggest 
that  it  might  again  be  submitted  to  the  States  in  the  hope  that  a  change  of 
public  opinion  will  have  taken  place  in  the  meantime. 

I  feel  that  sometimes  I  am  greatly  handicapped  in  carrying  out  the  duties 
which  should  appertain  to  my  office,  by  the  fact  that  I  do  not  possess  the 
powers  mentioned.  By  the  public  I  am  regarded  as  a  man  who  is  negligent  in 
carrying  out  his  duties  and  desirous  of  escaping  obligations  which  I  would 
gladly  discharge  if  only  I  had  the  power  to  do  so,  as  far  as  time  permitted.
